VATICAN CITY (IP) 
— 


Pope Pius XII, in his '17th 
annual Christmas message, 
called on the world today to 
renounce atomic tests and the 
use of atomic weapons. , 


The 79-year-old spiritual leader 


of more than 450 million. Roman 
Catholics "said control of nuclear 
weapons involves three-"-simultane- 
ous steps: Renunciation of experi- 
ments with such weapons, "renunci- 
ation of their use. and general con- 
trol of all armaments. He, called 
for an international agreement to 
achieve them. 


The Pontiff, speaking from his 


golden throne over the Vatican ra- 
dio, warned that merely halting 
atomic weapon tests would not be 
adequate. Such a limited step, ha 
added, would give "sufficient rea- 
son to doubt a sincere desire to put 
into effect the other wo conven- 
tions." 


The Pontiff also: 
1. Warned that colonial peoples 


must not be denied political free- 
dom. 


2. Repeated emphatically the 


Catholic church's rejection of com- 
munism as a social system, by vir- 
tue of Christ's doctrine.

And so, Christmas comes again. With it come the days 


of music. The beloved carols have blended harmoniously 
with the wreaths and holly in our town squares. Church 
and home, the country over, were sweetened with melody. 


For, more than any other period in the year, Christmas 


is the time of music. 


"0 Little Town of Bethlehem" . . . "Come All Ye Faith- 


ful" . . . "Silent Night."- They're all part of this annual emo- 
tional experience when most of us again savor for brief mo- 
ments the clean, clear joyfulness of youth. 


There is another great symphony which resounds 


through the Yuletide. There is the concord of sweetness 
and strength of a set of familiar words—the story of the 
Christ Childs birth as told in the Bible.' 


The words are so few. just over 500. It is almost shock- 


ing to find the few short paragraphs—not pages—in St. Luke 
and St. Matthew which record an event that has forged the 
shape of history. 


"And there were in the same country, shepherds 


abiding in the field keeping watch over their flock by 
night. 


"And, lo, the angel of the Lord came upon them, 


and the glory of the Lord shone 'round about them and 
they were sore afraid. 


"And the angel said unto them, 'Fear not: for, be- • 


hold, I bring you good tidings of great joy, which shall 
be to all people. 
" 'For unto you is born this day in the city of David 


a Saviour, which is Christ the Lord.' " 


The chords swell and diminish. They tinkle like tiny 


bells of cut glass. They engulf like warm rolling seas of 
organ music. The chorus carries the reedy resonance of 
Oriental pipes, the reverberation of struck gongs. And some- 
times it reaches the tingling crescendo of a choir of trumpets. 


"And suddenly there was with the angel a multi- 


tude of the heavenly host praising God and saying, 


"Glory to God in the highest, and on earth peace, 


good will toward men." 


Composers of all ages have heard the music of the words 


and tried to capture it in their own cascades of notes. From 
music came music. 


"And when they were come into the house, they 


saw the young child with Mary his mother and fell 
down, and worshipped him." 


And those who love Christmas will miss its greatest mu- 


sic if they fail to reacquaint themselves today with the swell- 
Ing cadence found in these wor,ds.

And there is an obbligato of hope anil promise in them, 


unmistakable. Does not man, who has learned to speak one 
to the other with melodious words like .these, have a greater 
destiny,? He must truly grow,upward toward the stars in 
peace and justice and not—as'the cynics fear—crash into a 
beastly and abysmal final discord. •

The Doctor Says: 


Diet During Pregnancy May 
Affect Weight of Your Baby 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN. 


Two difficult questions related 


to pregnancy are asked in today's 
first inquiry. 


Q—Is it true that the more a j 


pregnant -woman eats, the bigger 
the baby? Also, is there any spe- 
cial food or drug one can take so 
a woman can nurse her baby?— 
Mrs. R. 


A—Probably the majority of ob- 


stetricians believe that the bulk of 
a baby can be limited by the 
amount eaten by its mother. At 
any rate it is common practice to 
restrict the food intake of a preg- 
nant woman since this appears to 
be beneficial for her and the baby. 
As to the second question, I do not 
know of any food or drug- which 
can be given during pregnancy or 
immediately thereafter which will 
iimire the ability of a mother to 
nurse her child. The ability to 
nurse—or the inability to do so— 
is something the causes of which 
are still obscure.

A—Presumably, the substances

Thousands Flee West 
Coast's Biggest Flood 
Three States Ravaged; 
Ike Declares It Disaster 


SAN FRANCISCO <*>—Authori- 


ties ordered the evacuation of- an- 
other central California city early 
today as flood waters surged over 
three states in one of the mightiest 
floods in West Coast history. 


Yuba City, a town of nearly 


g.OOO about 90 miles northeast of 
San Francisco, was ordered evacu- 
ated shortly after midnight when 
pounding waters of the Feather 
River smashed a 40-yard • hole in 
levees south of town. 


The evacuation order came only 


hours after some 12.500 persons in 
the sister city of Marysville, just 
across the river, fled their homes' 
as flood waters threatened;to rug- 
ture elavorate river defense works. 


3.000 Flee 


To the south, an estimated 3.000 


persons were oredred evacuated in 
Stockton, about 70 miles east o£ 
San Francisco, when a covered 
slough flooded and sent water over 
a several-block area. Emergency 
crews began ripping up parts of six 
streets covering the slough to free 
the water to flow into the Stockton 
ship channel. 


The Red Cross opened a shelter 


in Stockton's civic auditorium and 
issued an emergency call for 500 
cots and 1,000 blankets. .

veteians compensation—his sole in- 
come—pending a hearing on offi- 
cially undisclosed charges against 
Sum. The VA said it was acting out 
of a "sense of fair play and to 
pi event haidship. ..." 


The VA move followed disclosure 


by the New York Post that Kutch- 
er's compensation payments had 
been suspended by a regional VA 
office, effective Nov. 30 


Kutcher said in New Yoik he 


was happy to get his pension back 
But, he added, "the question is 
how long will this order . . . be 
in effect "

been beset by job and housing 
troubles growing out of doubts cast 
on his loyalty.

Three Dominican nuns died Friday 
night when fire destroyed Our 
Lady of Grace monastery in an 
isolated section of North Guilford.

Leaves Japanese 
Farmer Unhappy 


IWAIZUMI, Japan UP)— Farmer 


Shoichi Sato, 60, thought he had 
a fair deal when he sold his moun- 
tain for $40 ten years ago. But to- 
day he is a very unhappy man. 


His once seemingly worthless 


hunk of hill is considered to be 
one of Japan's richest uranium de- 
posits. 


For years, the slope, which rises 


300 feet above Sato's farm, yielded 
nothing. 


So when a mining company came 


to him and said it wanted to buy 
it to look for manganese, Sato 
willingly agreed. 


The mining company sank a 


shaft, bored several deep, pros- 
pecting wells and spent millions of 
yen » . . but no manganese. 


A year ago, the owners ruefully 


wrote off the mountain as a dead 
liability. 


Last April, a semi-official team 


of geologists and physicists from 
Tokyo spent a week surveying the 
mountain with high-precision radi- 
ation equipment. Now their report 
is in. 


It was far from dead, they said. 
It contained at least 7,000 tons of 


high-grade uranium and thorium, 
deposits.

First Bell Cast in Boston," it has 
been stored in a loft for 30 years 
when an alert rector persuaded his 
congregation to buy it in 1901—for 
$400.

Two Types 


The jazz given the world by 


New Orleans came in two-pack- 
ages. One, created by the Negroes, 
usually is called just New Orleans 
jazz. 


The second variety is Dixieland 


—the Negro music dressed up and 
made popular by white performers. 


Old-time New Orleans jazz and 


Dixieland 
musicians never 
re- 


hearsed, always improvised 
and 


without solos. When they listen 
to the many bands playing on 
Bourbon Street, musicians like 
Lewis are distressed because the 
music sounds well-rehearsed and 
dependent on the soloist. 


In The Future 


The future of jazz depends on 


the fledg-hngs. A number of the 
white jazz musicians are men in 
their 20s and even younger white 
musicians sometimes sit in with 
the bands. But Lewis at 55, is al- 
most young among the Negroes. 


Lewis explains that swing music 


in the 1930s caused a break in the 
stream of jazz. Youngsters heard 
swing and lost touch with old New 
Orleans jazz. 


But there may be another rea- 


son. "I asked a colored disk jockey 
about it once,'' says Mrs. Myra 
Menville. secretary of the jazz

It is an activity that Genie and 


her family intend to tackle from 
their hearts, for polio struck Genie 
in Cairo, Egypt, on Good Friday, 
April 16, 1954. While this may have 
been far from midwest home base 
in a college town, there turned out 
to be plenty of friends to give 
assistance.

Only slight 
weaknesses in her jaw and right 
hand remain, but it was just last 
spring that she could stop regular 
therapy treatments she had been 
receiving at Carle Hospital and th«

To make up for those "frivolous" 


months in Egypt before polio 
struck, Genie carries five subjects 
at Champaign Senior High School 
where she is making top grades in 
her junior year.

Call Attention 
To Jobless Pay 
Law Changes 


SPRINGFIELD. (Special)— The 


division of unemployment compen- 
sation in the state Department of 
I^abor called attention today to one 
of the changes in the unemploy- 
ment compensation act which be- 
comes effective Jan. 1, 1956. 


Under the amendment, any em- 


ploying; unit which had in em- 
ployment four or more persons 
within each of 20 or*moru calendar 
weeks in 1955 or will have that 
number in 1956 is required to make 
payroll contributions to the state's 
unemployment trust fund. 


The law now applies to employ- 


ers of six or more workers. 


Tho amendatory act, one of a 


series of changes approved by the 
last General Assembly, provides 
that persons who employ as few 
as four workers within each of any 
20 or more calendar weeks of 
etiher 1955 or 1956 will be required 
to pay contributions on their 1956 
payrolls—not on 1955 payrolls- 
even though less than four workers 
are engaged in 1956. 


The "4 in 20" employment expe- 


rience in 1955 makes contribution 
liability for 1956. There will be no 
contribution liability for 1955 un- 
less the employer has had either 
in 1955 or 1954 the "6 in 20" em- 
ployment experience as provided 
in the act prior to the change. 


Employers who have never made 


contributions because of having 
had fewer than the required num- 
ber of employes but who expect to 
have the "4 in 20" employment 
experience in the present calendar 
year, 1955, must advise the division 
of such facts so that an employer 
identification number may be as- 
signed and the necessary reporting 
forms mailed to reach newly liable 
employers in" time for the first 
calendar 
quarter returns which 


will" be due after March 31, 1956.

Biblical Books Serve To 
Make Each Day Christmas

NEW YORK. Dec. 24 W — If 


Christmas is Bible, church, reli- 
gion, man's highest thoughts and 
aspirations, then its treasure 
house is the bound book. 


This doesn't mean the primer, 


the essay or superficial book. This 
doesn't mean the revivalist's ser- 
mons or the pat advice of the pop- 
ular preacher. This is nothing for 
the man with a quack trouble 
looking for a quick remedy. 


The best books are sometimes 


the ones without a single cure-all 
in them. They may be as dour as 
Arthur Koestler in his new selec- 
tion of essays called "The Trail 
of the Dinosaur," in which he la- 
ments that "Once we hoped for 
Utopia, now, in a chastened mood, 
we can at best hope -for a re- 
prieve." 


In the larger sense all great 


books are a kind of Christmas 
book—the novels of Dostoevsky, 
the essays of Montaigne, the dra- 
ma of Shakespeare, the poetry of 
Whitman. In the larger sense 
even the disbeliever writes a re- 
ligious book provided he writes 
with a religious fervor and hon- 
esty.

familiar. The dramatic find pro- 
vides a Bible source over 1.000 
years older than anything known 
before, and supplies a Book of 
Isaiahm of pre-Christian origin. 


Critic and novelist, Wilson wrote 


a shorter version of this book for 
The New Yorker magazine ,\ Bur- 
rows, in Jerusalem as head of the

Building in Cincinnati 


CINCINNATI— (NBA)— There's 


a haunted building right in the 
heart of this city. 


Human beings are fearful of 


stepping inside. It's locked tight. 


No shriekers are these spirits, 


and no chain rattlers, but they 
are not soundless. The fearsome 
forces prove their presences by a 
steady clickity-click. 


For this stately, valuable struc- 


ture is alive with deadly radia- 
tion. Until some way is found to 
bring an end to the stream of 
clicks on a geiger counter, it will 
reman in an "unfit" classifica- 
tion "by the Board of Health. Mem- 
bers call it "the hottest thing in 
the atomic age." 


Back in 1951, when Keteket X- 


Ray Inc. was operating a lab in 
the building, a tiny platinum cap- 
sule of radium exploded. Work- 
men were sppedily decontamina- 
ted. It was the aftermath, not the 
incident, which was momentous. 


To clean up, a number of aijti- 


cles in the building had to be sent 
to Oak Ridge for burial. 
These 


included a brand new auto. 


For a while it was thought the 


area was safe after a. crew of 
Federal experts did a mopping- 
up operation. Later it was found 
that workmen walking back and 
forth had spread the radium dust 
to every section of the building. 


It 
then became the haunted 


structure and its ghost 
began 


romping through the courts as 
well. Still unsettled is a suit by 
Keleket for $200,000 filed against 
an insurance company. 


This is an important one since 


it will set precedents as to dam- 
ages covered by insurance in 
cases of radio-active contamina- 
tion. The landlords, meanwhile, 
have sued Keleket for $75,000 be- 
cause their building is "unfit for 
occupancy and use."

Year Brings 
Lifesavers 
To Children

Parents in 1955 leccived the wea- 


pons to prevent polio and rheuma- 
tic fever — two major killers and 
cripplers of their children. 


The Salk polio vaccine woikcd 


safely and effectively against par- 
alytic polio. By year's end, H 
wag officially judged 80 per cent 
or more effective in preventing 
paralytic polio, even when chil- 
dren had received only one shot. 
Authorities expressed 
confidence 


tli* full course of three shots would 
*hoot 
the- percentage up much 


more. 


This1 verdict was based upon 


careful detective work to learn 
exactly what happened last sum- 
mer to more than 6 million vac- 
cinated children, compared with 
those not vaccinated. The detective 
work weeded out "reported" polio 
which later was found to be some 
other illness, pinned down whether 
paralysis actually resulted from 
polio illness. 


Th» program stumbled and sput- 


tered over tragic misfortunes in 
the spring. But safety standards 
immediately were tightened, and 
not since May had any vaccination 
been awociated with causing a case 
of polio. Production problems were 
solved which, experts 
predicted 


would make an increasing supply 
of vaccine available before the 1956 
polio season. 


But equally or more important 


was tha weapon to conquer and 
prevent rheumatic fever. This di- 
sease undoubtedly had killed and 
crippled more children than polio 
Polio attracted more attention part- 
ly because it struck in terrorizing 
epidemics and left obvious crip- 
pling in its wake. 


,' Rheumatic fever, equally insid- 
ious, brought sieges of fever, ach- 
ing joints and — too often and too 
tragically — damage to the valves 
and muscle of the heart. Heart- 
crippled children died by thous- 
ands from this killer, or too often 
lived shortened, sheltered lives. 


Medical detectives found rheu- 


jnatie fever was somehow triggered 
off by attacks of certain "strep" 
germs, especially the kind causing 
strep sore throat. A few weeks 
after the strep infection, 3 to 5 
per cent of the children, and some- 
time* adults, developed rheumatic 
fever. One attack made the child 
more susceptible to future and 
more damaging sieges of the fever. 


The weapon lor prevention was 


antibiotics, 
especially 
penicillin, 


or sulfa drugs, to knock out the 
strep infection quickly. 


Even the FIRST attack of rheu- 


matic fever could usually be pre- 
vented by alertness to detect and 
knock out strep infections. —, 


The American Heart Association, 


launching just such a campaign in 
1M8, lilted these as danger signals 
ef strep infection.

What He Learned

TV sets in use apart from those 
in factories, and public places 
where groups gather to watch. 
There are more than 36 million in 
the United States. 


The average Russian TV set has 


about a 12-inch screen. This costs 
a comrade about $325. Neverthe- 
less, nearly every family wants a 
set. So the demand vastly ex- 
ceeds the supply.

hours. No day-time idling is the 
rigid order of its society. But the 
evening viewer pees the best en- 
tertainment the Soviet Union can 
offer:

All Aliens 
Must Report 
In January 


Commissioner J. M. Swing an- 


nounced today the Immigration 
and Naturalization Service expects 
some 2,600,000 aliens to report their 
addresses In January under the 
3956 Alien Address Report Pro- 
gram. 


The Commissioner explained that 


under the 1952 Immigration, and 
Nationality Act every alien in the 
United Slates must report his ad- 
dress to the Service each January. 


More than 2,300,000 aliens filled 


out cards last January under the 
program, and the .figure is expect- 
ed to reach more than two and one- 
half million in 1956. 


District Director Robert H. Rob- 


inson of the Chicago district of the 
Service said 237,086 aliens regis- 
tered under the program in this 
district during January last year, 
and a slight increase is expected 
under the 1956 registration. 


The immigration s p o k e s m a n 


pointed out that every noncitizen 
(except persons in diplomatic sta- 
tus and foreign representatives as- 
signed to the United Nations) in 
the United States must report his 
address to the Government each 
year in January. 


He said each alien must fill out 


a registration card available at 
U. S. Post Offices or at the nearest 
Immigration office. 
. 


Parents may fill out cards for 


their children under age 14. Legal 
guardians of aliens in custodial 
care should fill out the address re 
ports for such persons. 


Any alien who is ill may send a 


friend or relative to obtain the ad- 
dress report card for him, and re- 
turn the card after it is filled out. 


After filling out the card at a 


I Poet Office or Immigration office, 1 The DIXOB 
the alien then gives the card to a 
clerk, and he ha* fulfilled his obli- 
gation under the Act. 


The spokesman warned that any 


alien who wilfully violates the ad- 
dress report provision of the law 
may be fined up to $200. imprisoned 
for 30 days, and deported.

and without a dog faces a severe 
"challenge of his ability as a. hunt-

is an aid to the hunter, he said. 
• Dr. Scott recommended more of 
'this type of hunting as a sporting 
'.method—better than the bounty 
•system—for reducing populations 
"of red foxes. 
• "Hunting for which the death of 
/the fox constitutes the primary ob- 
-jective is earned on largely in the 


northern states." he said. "It may 
be practiced in a wide variety of 
forms.

"Perhaps the greatest degree of 


stamina and woodmanship is re- 
quired by those who trail foxes on

"Fox hunting is the neaiest thing

When it comes to a showdown, 
some of the farmers who scream 
the loudest about th°ir present 
plight may not be hurt as badly as 
they let on. 


An example has Just been fur- 


nished by Farmer Jay Boston, who 
operates 610 irrigated acres near 
Hereford, northern Texas. 


When the 
Senate Agriculture 


Committee held hearings in Fort 
Worth. Farmer Boston grabbed 
the headlines with a proposition: 


If Secretary of Agnculture Ezra 


Taft Benson would come to Texas, 
take over the Boston place, run it 
under existing sliding scale price 
supports and show a profit. Boston 


would give his farm to Benson as a 
gift. 


A checkup by the Amanllo. Tex.. 


Globe-News showed that Boston 
was no shiftless operator. He is 
recognized as the best farmer m 
his conservation district. Several 
years ago he won a priie for rais- 
ing 70 bushels of wheat to the acre 
in an area where 10 bushels is the 
average. 


His gripe now is that under ex- 


isting supports on grain sorghums 
and a depressed hog market — on 
which two crops lie has been spec- 
ializing — he can't make money 


"I'm not denying that I made 


money on my place in years pasf." 
he says "But I haven't made any 
this vear."

statement is that H cieates the im- 
pression that the farmers of this 
country are unable to make a liv- 
ing without financial help from the 
government," Horn wrote to Bos- 
ton. 


"The fact is that the vast ma- 


jority of farmers In the United 
States are neither looking for hand- 
outb, nor do they expect the gov- 
ernment to guarantee them a pro- 
fit," he saJd. 


Hasn't Heard 


An inquiry direct to Farmer 


Horn as to whether the Texan had 
replied to his offer brought back 
the reply: 


"I have not heard from Mr. Bos- 


ton to date, and until I do, I can 
pursue the matter no further." 


From Farmer Boston the word 


is that: "I didn't make a wide open 
proposition for anyone who wanted 
to take me up on it. 
... 


"Nobody's called my bluff, be- 


cause the only one who can call 
my bluff is Mr. Benson." 


From Benson's office the word is 


that no communication has ever 
been received from Mr. Boston, 
and that the secretary had never 
even heard of the Texan's offer.

Ruth lives in London these days 


in a flat she swears is haunted 
by the ghost of Lord Byron, a for- 
mer tenant.

"The 
Court-Martial of Billy Mitchell." 


Refused Honors 


The loyal sister has 
refused 


many honors in the past because 
she felt the world had not given 
proper recognition to Gen. Mitch- 
ell, But now that Congress has 
voted to strike the 1925 court- 
martial from his record and is ex- 
pected to restore his rank as a 
major general, 
and now that a 


motion picture has been devoted 
to his story, she feels that justice 
has been done, 


"Once I was offered a civic wel- 


come, complete with ticker tape, 
by Mayor Laguardia," she recalls. 
"I told him I couldn't accept it 
because such a thing had never 
been offered my brother. Instead 
I settled for a ride in the Mayor's 
little red fire engine. It was won- 
derful. He even let me toot the 
siren." 


Ruth Mitchell was born in Mil- 


waukee, educated abroad, mar 
ried an Englishman. William Van 
Breda, and had two children. 
Her son was killed in World War 
n. 


Photographer-Writer 


After the death of her husband, 


Ruth took up a aareer of photog- 
raphy and writing, went to the 
Balkans shortly before World War 
IT to cover the marriage of King 
Zog of Albania, and stayed four 
years—most of them in prison. 
Says she: 


'All the- women in those prisons 


expected to die. and I think' all 
the rest of them did. We were 
starved, 
tortured 
and 
beaten. 


Sometimes one lemon rind had to 
last for food for three days. But 
I wouldn't have missed the ex- 
perience for the world. It taught 
me the heights of courage to 
which the human soul can reach. 


"Since I heard my own death 


sentence at my own court-martial 
by the Nazis then, I figure I've 
been sort of living • on borrowed 
time ever since. And I've enjoyed 
every minute of it."

Napoleon 
Left Mark 
On France

PARIS ID—Ever since Napoleon, 


the French politician has been 
worried when he saw a strong 
personality emerging. Th« impulse 
of the French legislator is to slap 
down any rising star who seems to 
be getting a majority of the coun- 
try behind him. That is one reason 
cabinets change so frequently. 


"It's about time we got rid ol 


Mm," the National Assembly iayt 
about a premier—usually after six 
months. "He may be getting to 
think he's somebody." 


Now Premier Edgar Faure—run- 


ning for re-election Jan. .2 insists 
something has to be done about 
the two-cabinets-a-year system:

Job Helping the Hungry 


WASHINGTON—(NEA)— They- 


've . done killed Santa Claus for 
this Christmas, insofar as the 
U.S. 
government's 
foreign 
aid 


program is concerned. But they've 
given the old' boy a new, full-time, 
year-round 'job. 


This is the import of the ex- 


tended, surplus food distribution 
program just announced by Secre- 
tary 
Of Agriculture Ezra Taft 


Benson in a preholiday surprise. 


For the two previous Christmas- 


es. there were big U.S. govern- 
ment giveaways of food parcels 
abroad. 


This had been President Eisen- 


hower's own idea. 


The President's purpose was to 


overcome the criticism that too 


But there was a catch in the 


law. Government agencies were 
authorized to "reprocess" .these 
foods, for charitable use. But the 
law didn't specify that bulk sur- 
pluses could be "processed." - 


The distinction was that 250- 


pound drums of dry milk powder 
could 
be "reprocessed" .into 


small., cans for family use. But 
wheat and com couldn't be "pro- 
cessed" — meaning 
ground into, 


flour—for the various relief agen- 
cies. 


It is still going to take an act of 


Congress to straighten out this 
matter before ^the new Benson 
program can be made fully effec- 
tive. 


In the meantime, the first red- 


tape roadblocks have been remov- 
ed. Dry beans and rice surpluses, 
in 100-pound bags, can be distrib- 
uted to relief agencies at home 
and abroad. 


And wheat and corn, unproces- 


sed, can be shipped in bulk to 
countries lik« India, where 
the 


grain is cracked by hand and boil- 
ed for food.

Christmas, six million parcels 
went to 40. countries at a cost of 
30 million. . 


The decision to discontinue this 


program was made quietly last 
September while President Eisen- 
hower was in Denver. Officials of 
the State and Agriculture Depart- 
ments and the International Co- 
operation Administration decided 
that Christmas giving was too ex- 
pensive and that it cut down on 
higher priority, year-round for- 
eign aid programs. 


There was no public announce- 


ment of this action. But the word 
got around. And private U.S. for- 
eign relief agencies that had co- 
operated on distribution of the 
Christmas parcels last year start- 
ed a quiet campaign. 


Through their Advisory Commit- 


tee oh Voluntary Foreign Aid, 
they asked Department of Agri- 
culture to enlarge its program.

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Social Security 


'. As 1956 approaches more and 
jiiore farmers are beginning to in- 
quire about their income from 
farming operations. According: to 
G. W. Spencer, distinct manager of 
the Social Security Administration 
located in Rockford. Illinois, most 
<jf the farmers arc acquainted with 
the fact that they will be paying 


security tax in 1956 when 


pay their income ta,x. 


'. Two of the most common ques- 
tions asked, Spencer said, are: "Is 
£^ie law compulsory'" And—"Does 
niy wife • need a social security 
ftumber too?" Because of the na- 
ture of social security, if the law- 
was not compulsory the program 
would suffer because of adverse 
selection, the buying of social se- 
curity protection by those who 
don't need it. and the failure to buy 
social security protection by those 


who n*M Jt the mwt and feel that 
they cannot afford it. Consequently 
the law i» compulsory. AH' farm 
operators are required to pay so- 
cial security tax if their net prof- 
its of "operating a farm exceeds 
5-100 or more. 


However, this tax is on the farm 


operators 
only, 
and 
generally 


speaking the farmer's \\ife is not 
operating a farm. The farmei's 
wife helps with the chores, usually 
feeding and caring for the chick- 
ens, and selling: the eggs. She keeps 
the egg money earned through 
these operations. However, this is 
not a special activity or sepaiate 
business on the farm. It is merely 
part of the overall work of operat- 
ing a farm and consequently she 
is helping her husband in the oper- 
ation of the farm. She is not oper- 
ating a business enterprise herself. 
Since the M±Ee is not operating a 
business she has no need for a 
social security number. "In those 
rare cases," Spencer said, "where 
the husband and wife are bona fide 
partners operating the farm as a 
partnership, then both of them are 
considered self-employed and both 
of them will need social security 
numbers." However, this is the 
exception rather than the rule.

They use simulated cars and their 
driving skills are tested by co- 
ordinating them with motion pic- 
tures shown on a screen in front 
of the classroom. 


The film system of instruction 


used here is one of five in the 
nation. The others are in New 
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York. Oak Park. 111., Los 
and Oklahoma City. 


The equipment here includes 15 


of 
the simulated cars, movie 


equipment and a control tower that 
checks the reactions of the stu- 
dents and records what they do 
right and wrong. There are two 
kinds of films. One kind shows 
how a. car is operated properly in 
various traffic.situations. The oth- 
er kind shows only the traffic sit- 
uations to which the students re- 
act. The classes use a total of 19 
films. 


School officials estimate that the 


equipment here has a value of $20,- 
000. It was donated by an associa- 
tion of 20 insurance firms which 
operate here. 


Attendance at the driving classes 


is voluntary and no credit is giv- 
en. There are 335 students and a 
waiting list of those who want to 
take the course. They are first 
given instruction in traffic regula- 
tion. Then they practice in the 
simulated cars and finally are 
taken outdoors for instruction in 
real automobiles. 


Before they are given driving 


permits they must pass wo tests, 
one by the high school instructor 
and one bv the police.

Ancient Ritual Observed 
In Land of Christ's Birth

BETHLEHEM, Jordan Ml — In 


the early hours of Christmas mom- 
ing, 
an old man with a full gray 


beard places the figure of an in- 
fant in a manger on the exact spot 
where the baby Jesus lay in swad- 
dling clothes nearly 2,000 years 
ago. 


The old man is Alberto Gori, 


Latin 
patriarch 
of Jerusalem. 


When he puts the statue of the 
Christehild in the manger, he com- 
pletes a Christmas ritual which 
has been observed every year with- 
out interruption for 609 years. Ex- 
cept for a brief break in the 14th 
century, the Christmas Mass has 
been celebrated in Bethlehem since 
the time of the Emperor Constan- 
line in the 4th century. 


. 
Central Figure 


The 68-year-old patriarch is the 


central figure of ceremonies which 
traditionally begin at noon the day 
before Christmas. At that hour, 
Alberto'Gori leaves his patriarch- 
ate inside the old walled city of 
Jerusalem to travel to Bethlehem. 


Before 1948. patriarchs left Jeru- 


salem through the Jaffa Gate and 
took a direct route to Bethlehem, 
a drive of not: more than 10 min- 
utes. But the gate has been closed 
since the Arab-Israeli war broke 
out. 


The military frontier between 


Arab Palestine "'and the new state 


of Israel almost touches the old 
city wall near the gate. Since the 
two countries still are at war, the 
gate must remain barred. 


Alternate Jtout« 


Instead, the patriarch takes an 


alternative route, from the heights 
of Jerusalem down into the Valley 
of Jehosphophat and up again into 
the Hills of Bethlehem. 


At 10:30 on Christmas Eve. he 


takes his place at the altar of the 
Church of St. Catherine, adjoining 
the Church of the Nativity. The 
consuls of Jerusalem, attired in 
full uniform, arrive as honored 
guests. 


The patriarch celebrates the pon- 


tifical high mass at midnight. At 
the moment of consecration, a 
huge star blazes over the altar! a 
children's choir breaks into "Glo- 
ria in Excelsis Deo," and bells 
ring all over the city. 


The mass completed, the patri- 


arch leads a procession into the 


Grotto of the Nativity, carrying 
the statue of the Infant Jesus. He 
places the baby first on the silver 
star marking the spot where Christ 
was born. Then he places the 
statue in the manger, where it 
will remain till Epiphany.
